COUNTRY ROADS. 


An mini Farmer Discusses the 


Subject In a Pointed Way. 


ILLINI TP., March 31. 


EDS. 
REPUBLICAN:—No word has been 


spoken by the farmers within the past 
six months so often as the word mud. 


Hard times, low prices of farm pro- 


duots, with the muddy and almost im- 
pasaable public roads, have interfered 
with their comfort and prosperity. Many 
thousand bushels of corn have been dam- 
aged, and declined in price, by not being 
shelled and sold in the early part of the 
winter when corn was worth two to three 
cents more per bushel than at this date. 
A number of times during the winter the 
roada would have been fairly good in a 
day or two more if it had not rained or 
snowed; but therein or snow came and 
we have been compelled to wait, wish 
and hope for a change of weather, in 
order that the financial, social and spirit- 
ual welfare would be better; and it has 
been a long wait. Every reference in 
your paper in regard to better roada has 
been eagerly reail by your country sub- 
scribers. 


Ho plan has yet been devised that is 


practicable. The expense ia too great to 
pave with brick, and onr roadbeds too 
soft to make gravel roads. 


We must necessarily turn our atten- 


tion to drainage. No roads are better 
than ours when dry. I wish to submit 
to yon and your many readers a plan of 
drainage that I think would be a success. 
Lay two strings of five-inch tile ei^ht 
feet apart and three feet deep in the 
center of the road grade. Connect them 
with sewer tile at the culverts for the 
water to How into the natural channels. 
Fill with the dirt taken from the ditch 
sufficient to hold the tile to their place. 
Then fill the ditch to within six or eight 
inches of the surface wit h gravel (of which 
there IB an abundance in the Stevens 
Oreek banks near the Mt. Pulaski roadj 
then the remainder with dirt. Smooth 
the surface and we have a filtered road 
that will be dry nnd we will be doce say- 
ing the roads will be good in a few days 
if it don't rain. In addition there should 
be layed a tile in the high side of the 
road to carry the water the sewer tile 
which are connected with the tile in 
the grade. When this is done we will 
have as good dirt roada as Kansas or Ne- 
braska, and ready to be made into hard 
roads by adding gravel, brick or any other 
uard substance, should the people desire 
it in the the years to come. 


The difference in the sub-strata of cen- 


tral 111., and Nebraska and Kansas ia our 
strata lay horizontal, immediately under 
black soil is yellow clay from eight to ten 
feet thick, then a thin vein of blue sand 
resting on blue clay of from forty to one 
hundred feet in thickness, through which 
no water passes except where convulsions 
of the earth or other causes, make 
irevices through which the water passes. 
In Nebraska immediately under the soil 
small crevices appear 
reaching down 


thirty to two hundred feet to the water 
without any hard substance intervening, 
consequently they need no artificial iilter- 
ng or draining as we do to dry the sur- 
'ace of roads, or field. With good roads 
central Illinois need not fear competition. 
[ would like to hear from some of the 
other farmers on this subject.

WASHINGTON, April a.—Among th« 


bills Introduced in the Senats yeatorda; 
were the following: 


By Mr. Chandler: A \9\at, resolution 


granting permission to the Bartholdi 
Statue Association to improve all ol 
Bedloe's Island and provide for ita uai 
as a public park, under the supervision 
of the Secretary of War. 


By Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, (by request): 


To forbid maintenance and oppression 
in suits brought upon letters patent 
The bill provides that when it appears 
In a suit concerning letters pitent that 
the defense is interfered with or main- 
tained by a combination of individuals 
or corporations not lawful defendants, 
such interference is declared a public 
offense. 
Any individual or corporation 


indicted, tried and convicted of this of- 
fense, is to be fined from 8U,000 to 83,000, 
and the district attorney ig to b»fin 
proceedings in equity to dissolve any 
convicted association and to confiscate 
its property. 


By Mr. Stewart: To regulate the 


manufacture, sale and importation ol 
lager beer. Lager beer in the bill it 
defined to be the beverage made exclu- 
sively fr3in hops, malt and water. 
Any 


other fluid is designated as adulterated 
lager bser. The bill imposes taxes 
upon brewers of and dealers in adulter- 
ated lager beer, with heavy penalties 
for failure to take out the licenses. 
All the packages containing the bever- 
age shall be branded "Adulterated." 
Adulterated lager beer Imported la to 
pay the duty imposed on lager bear. 


Monthly Public-Debt BUWmeat. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The monthly 


public-debt statement issued from the 
Treasury Department yesterday showa 
a decrease of the debt during the past 
month amounting to Sll,389;857, and for 
the first nine months of the current fis- 
cal year of 858,488,949. The net sur- 
plus in the Treasury yesterday was 832,- 
ti!5,84-, or about one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars less tban a month ago. 


Government receipts from all souroea 


during March paat aggregated 884,778,- 
180, or three and three-quarters million 
more than in March, 1889. 


Customs receipts during the 
past 


month amounted to 820,800,795, or a 
million and three-quarters more tban in 
March a year ago, while internal-rev- 
enue receipts were$ll,281,856, or a mill- 
ion and a quarter greater than in March, 
1889. 


Receipts from all sources for the first 


three-quarters of the current year aggre- 
gated $295,000,000, and this seems to 
point to a revenue by the close oj the 
fiscal year fully up to Secretary Win- 
dom's estimate of 8389,000,000, submit- 
ted in his annual report last December.

STONE FROM THE TEMPLE. 


A GREAT CURIOSITY IN THE UNI- 


VERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA. 


The. HUtory of a Block ol Marble That 


Formed a Part of tb« Tcnpto Incloa 
at Jenualem at tisa Tim* of Christ's 
Birth—Copies for CoUflget.. 


Among the most valuable and interest- 


ing of recent additions to the University 
museum is the cast of a Greek inscrip- 
tion, discoveied at Jerusalem someyeari 
ago. The University of Pennsylvania ob- 
tained possession of this cast, in connec- 
tion with its Babylonian expedition, 
through the efforts of the Hon. 0. S. 
Strauss, formerly United States minister 
at Constantinople. The University oi 
Rochester made an attempt to secure a 
cast of this inscription, and, by interest- 
ing ex-Secretary Bayard, permission was 
obtained from the Imperial museum at 
Constantinople to have a cast of the 
original inscription made and forwarded. 
The cast, however, arrived in such a 
broken condition that it was practically 
worthless. 


Since then Professor Millingtou, oi 


Roberta college, at Constantinople, and 
ex-Minister Strauss have secured two ad- 
ditional casts for this country, one hav- 
ing gone to the University of Rochester 
and the other to the University of Penn 
sylvania. The copy belonging to the 
University of Pennsylvania was badly 
broken in the transportation, but has 
bee.i sufficiently mended to have new 
catts made. Harvard and Yale, as well 
as tho Lutheran Theological Seminary 
at Jit. Airy, and the Protestant Episco- 
pal Divinity school, have applied for fac- 
similes of this cast for their libraries. 


HISTORY Uf THE IXSCHIFTIOM. 


An interesting story is connected with 


the discovery of this inscription. On the 
26th of May, 1871, the French explorer, 
Clermont-Qanneau, who spent many 
years in Jerusalem, and to whom the 
Lomr» in P.\ris owes a number of its 
best spwirnena, was examining the par 
tialiy nunoua walls of the old Moham- 
medan hchool in Jerusalem, near the Via 
Dolorosa, about 150 feet north of the 
Harani wall. The Frenchman, with the 
searching curiosity of an archceologist, 
was scrutinizing every stone that showed 
evidence of having been cut or chiseled 
bv human hands. While he waa thue en- 
gaged he noticed on a large block of 
btone, projecting a few inches above the 
ground, several Greek letters. Early 
Greek inscriptions in Jerusalem are ex- 
ceedingly rare, and, accordingly, he as- 
sured himself that no Mohammedan was 
watching bun, and then proceeded to lay 
bare part of the stone. 


To excite no suspicion he did not re- 


main very long, and before leaving filled 
in the earth about the stone as It had 
been before 
The next day he returned 


with thepioper implements, uncovered 
the Btune and found that it was a block 
of marble, with an area of 3 by 2 feet, 
carefully chiseled and showing seven 
lines of a well preserved Greek inscrip- 
tion. 
Thp interpretation presented no 


difficulty, as the characters we, a large 
and legible. The inscription read as fol- 
low*: "No fientile is to enter within the 
indosure of the temple. "Whosoever dis- 
obeys this rule will incur the penalty of 
leath." 


Uauneuu immediately concluded that 


this stone must formerly have belonged 
to the Temple ot Herod, and a few years 
before the birth of Christ was part of a 
wall tiiat formed an inclosure about the 
sacred fane of the Jews. JosephuB re- 
lates that on the southern and eastern 
sides of the Temple, parallel to the por- 
ticoes erected by Solomon and by Herod, 
theie -,\as a wall several feet high, in 
which, at certain intervals, there ware 
Ureek anil Latin inscriptions, forbidding 
Gentiles to enter the court of the Tem- 
ple. 
The workmanship and the size of 


the stone discovered by Gauneau corre- 
spond precisely with the description 
given by Josephus, and the peremptory 
ityle of the inscription leaves little room 
to doubt that tho stone actually formed 
pait of the wall surrounding the Temple. 


AN INTERESTING ILLUSTRATION.

Tlit- wrath of the Jews is much more 
early understood and seems quite natu- 


ral when we see by this inscription how 
jealously they guarded the entrance into 
their temple, and what a severe penalty 
they inflicted upon Gentiles for entering 
fieri the outer court or inclosure. 


Uefeience is made to the same feature 


in the second chapter of the Epistle to the 
Ephesians, where Paul says that Chrlrt 
is our peace, "who hath made both 
Gentiles and Jews) one, and hath bro- 
ken down the middle wall of partition." 


It wnn natural that the discovery of 


thi-i interesting stone could not be kept 
leiret, and accordingly Ganneau made it 
known in a letter to The Athenaeum, and 
wrote a monograph on the meaning and 
historical value of the inscription. But 
when an attempt was made to secure the 
stone for the Louvre, at Paris, the pos- 
sessor of the school house where it was 
found, under the impression, which Is 
ery prevalent in the east, that every 


archaeological object is worth an im- 
mense sum of money, demanded $10,000. 
When the Turkish governor of Jerusalem 
heard of the discovery of the itone ha 
had it dug up and brought to hit palaoe, 
when lie himself offered it for gale at 
$10,000.

CorutaBtinople, a well known Serniti 
scholar, was one day examining th 
treasures in the Turkish museum, Tshi 
nili Kiosk, in Constantinople, he discov 
ered the lost. atone, and published hi 
discovery in the journal of the German 
"Paleatfni society" (1884). The origina 
stone is still kept in this museum, whio 
is under the direction of the Turkish ar 
chnologiit, Hamdl Bey, who becam 
known several years ago by his exten 
sive eicaTations of sarcophagi at Siden.

tained is in every particular a faithfu 
fao-aimileof the original.—Philadelphia 
Ledger. 


Devll'i Lake. 


Devil's lake is a body of brackial 


water of uncertaiu size, according tc 
the weather, but covering about 201 
square milea on an average, and having 
an outlet by a marbliy stream to the 
Cheyenne- river, only in wet seasons 
Though the water is too saline for 
stranger to drink it, yet it abounded witl 
fish in its natural state; and even now 
in the dead of winter, one may Bee 
groups of wiry old sijuaws here and there 
ou the ice (four feet thick at the least! 
"working the dip seine" and bringing 
out at each haul two or three pickerel 
which are thrown on the ice to freeze 
solid in a few minutes, after which thej 
are handled like stones or billets o: 
wood. To see the poor old creatures 
kneeling on the margin of the holes they 
have cut through the ice, and with one 
arm, bare nearly to the shoulder, thrus 
under the edge of the ice to spread tin 
•eine—thermometer from zero to 30 be 
low—is a novel and interesting sight to 
the tourist; that is, if he is well wrapper 
in a fur coat and has thick moccasins or 
"German socks" over his heavy boots. 


The lake in one place is almost cut in 


two by a sort of peninsula, with a spoon 
shaped extremity running out into the 
lake; and there the Indians in the "goot 
old times" used to make their great buf- 
falo drive. Stampeded by mounted men. 
from a large section adjacent the animals 
fled to the lake and were gradually con- 
centrated on this peninsula; the hunter: 
then advanced by boat or along the lam 
and shot them down at leisure. At 
length the white man broke in; the great 
Turtle mountain buffalo raids began; for 
seventy miles in a line tlie prairie the 
next summer was a Golgotha—whitened 
with buffalo skeletons—and old settlers 
still tell of the "big money" made by 
gathering their bones. 
In five short 


years every buffalo was gone, and the 
Indians had to starve, fight or emigrate. 
They fought and were whipped; part 
emigrated and the rest are starving.—J. 
H. B.
